[rowing society by acts of iudiscre- 
ion or self aggrandizement. That he 
las not done so, that ho has led it on to 
•reattr and nobler heigius, is a matter 
if common report. 


For Francis E. Clark, the founder of 


fce Christian Endeavor societv, has U 


one of the for.-most figures in the 


religious world. As is lining, he, is y.-t 
t young man, having been bom Sept. 
12, 1851. 


Although of sturdy Now England 


parentage, he himself was bora in the 
town of Aylmer, Que., a fact whose. si«- 
lificance has of ton been commented up- 
m "by persons viewing the internation- 
il character of the moreuicut of which 
16 is the leader. In early life Dr. Clark 
lost his father and mother, aurt he was 
idopted by an uncle, Rev. E. W. Clark 
if Auburndale. Mass. 


Although he removed from this town 


In boyhood, yet he has returned to it to 
make it his home, and one of the most 
thanning residences of this beautiful 
suburb of Boston has been built by Dr. 
Clark. Here he entertains with ideal 
hospitality friends from fnr and near. 


Dr. Clark's education was received in 


Kimball Union academy, Dartmouth 
college, from which he graduated in 
1873, 
and Amlover seminary. Williston 


clmrch, Portland, Me., destined to be- 
come historic as the birthplace of Chri=- 
tiau Endeavor, was his first charge. 


Dr. Clark had been foor years the 


pastor in this parish before he organize! 
the Christinu Endeavor society a 
his own young people. At that time he 
had co thought that the organization 
would extend beyond the borders of his 
OWli church. 


Much less had he any idea that he 


was inaugurating a worldwide mov- 
menr. In 1SS7 Dr. Clark, who had 
meantime accepted the pastorate of 
Phillips church, South Boston, was 
called to surrender his ministerial du- 
ties and to become editor in chief of 
Xhe Golden Rule, the official organ of 
the movement, and president c,f the 
Hated Society of Christian Endeavor. 
. That,. briefly, is an outline of the life 
and work of Father Endeavoror Clark, 
as facetious friends often call him, none 
too much to his delight- In persona! 
character and in activities his life is 
filled with interest. 


He is a man of remarkably mild and 


sweet spirit, aad his personality has 
won multitudes of friends for the so- 
ciety. Ill stature ho is of medium heifzht 
ami build, with clear complexion and a 
kindly eye. The euros nf the world haw 
within n year «r iwo added a ting'1 of 
gray to his huir, but even this does not 
mar the youthfuir.pssof his appearance.. 
. Socially Dr. Clark is it moss drlight- 
fal man, and his home, at• Auburiidali- i.s 
constantly open to his friends.

has an enormous correspondence and is 
a prolific writer. His office in Boston 
is a busy place. 


Dr. Clark does rill his writing by dic- 


ation, aim it is his habit to sent him- 
self before his desk in a large swinpiug 
chair, where, with one foot thrown 
over a knee, a letter or pad of note pa- 
per in one hand and his chin in tbe oth- 
er, he swings to and fro dictating di- 
rectly to tin; typewriter. Iu addition to 
His editorial and Christian Endeavor 
huties there aro- ;\ multitude, of callers 
kvho besiege him, among whom the 
•nan with MI as to grind is always pres- 
et, and from all of this work one 
ould suppose that he would becom 
uroworn and prematurely ftgwl.

The navy department has many expe- 


diences with inventors, but cue of the 
most novel occurred the other day. A 
boy hardly 1C ye:irs of age, with a 
marked foreign accent, called at the 
office of the si-cretajry of the navy and 
said he came in resp<fcise to v. letter from 
the department. This letter, dated some 
mouths ago, was in reply to one sent by 
the boy, who claimed to have discover- 
ed a snbstanoo which would render ves- 
sels uubinkable. He refused in his orig- 
inal letter to disclose the nature of his 
discovery or the process of manufacture 
involved. The department had written 
the usual stereotyped answer, saying 
nothing could be done until more was 
known of the device. The boy, with- 
out means, had -walked all tho way 
from Arkansas to Washington for the 
purpose of showing to the officials what 
he believed would make his fortune. 


As soon as his pathetic story was 


known he was treated with all the con- 
sideration of & well known and prac- 
tical inventor. He was sent to Chief 
Constructor Hiuhbom, who listened 
kindly to his story. The constructor 
had been himself a poor boy and real- 
ized the privations through which the 
boy before him must have gone to reach 
Washington only to meet discourage- 
ment acd encounter disappointment. 
He espliiined as well as he could the 
uselessness of the supposed invention, 
and finally had Naval Constructor Tay- 
lor show the boy the plans for a ship. 
The lad was slow to accept the dismal 
view taken by the officials and left 
eventually with the notion that it was 
his own inability to explain his device 
and his desire to keep it secret that pre- 
vented the uaval experts from purchas- 
ing it at once. 


He said he had walked all the way 


from Arkansas, going first to New York, 
where lie saw Edison, who had, pre- 
sumably out of the kindness of his heart, 
offered him flO for the secret invention. 
He had refused this offer and had kept 
on his toilsome way until he found the 
Washington authorities. After hearing 
the discouraging statements of the offi- 
cers the boy said with a sigh: 


"Well, I guess I'll have to take my 


invention to Europe. " 


He was intelligent and full of grit. 


and the impracticability of his device 
and the crudity of the little drawing he 
carried with him did cot'detract from 
tho interest inspired by the boy. There 
was something very cheery, but not at 
all disrespectful, in his tone when he 
turned from tho plans.

A HISTORIC J-ANDMARK. 


Government Anxloa* to Secure the flotuw 


Where Lincoln X>ted. 


The house on Tenth street, Washing- 


ton, in which Abraham Lincoln died is 
soon to come into the possession of the 
government. Colonel J. M. Wilson of 
tho corixs of engineers is in correspond- 
ence with Louis Shade, the owner of 
the building, with a view to tb<.i trans- 
fer of tbe premises to tho. government. 
The authority for this action is con- 
tained in a clause of the sundry civil 
bill passed at tho last session of congress 
appropriating $30,000, or so much there- 
of as may be necessary, for the pnrchaso 
of tho property and $1,000 for its repair 
after purchase. 


The correspondence has developed 


tho fact thfit. there is n mortgage upon 
tho property, the lifting of which will 
necessitate certain legal proceedings. 
Inasmuch as the transfer cannot be 
made until a perfect title is secured, 
there will necessarily be a slight delay 
iu tho execution of tho statute. Colonel 
Wilson has asked tho owner to name his 
price for tho building, but has not, yet 
heard from him on that point There is 
no doubt, however, of his willingness 
to dispose of the property to the govern- 
ment at a figure within, the limit of the 
appropriation.

George Fred Williams, who, as a 


gold cliaujpiou, made it national repu- 
tation iu his one term as a congress- 
man, who last fall led the Democratic 
state ticket, and who was one of the 
four delegates at large to Chicago, in a 
recent interview made some very inter- 
esting and forcible declaraduus ou the 
political situation. 


Regarding the assertion attributed to 


him that more than one-half the Dem- 
ocrats of Mai-sachosorts favor frtt- sil- 
ver, Mr. Williams reiterated his state- 
ment 


"I shall feel happy in the coming 


campaign," Mr. Williams -went on, "as 
it will be fougiit out squarely on a free 
coinage platform. I believe the great is- 
sue of today to be the money question, 
over which there will be a great upris- 
ing. 


"I tell you that the people have be- 


gun to get their eyes open. I'm against 
the present monetary system of tho 
country, vrbich will be continuous as 
long as this money combination of 
.Lombard street, Wall street and State 
street feels disposed to uphold it" 


"Didu't you take a leading part in 


the fight against free silver in the Fifty- 
second congress?" 


"I did, and the purchasing clause of 


the Sherman law -was repealed. We 
vrere told by party leaders that if this 
clause was repealed the trouble would 
cease. There has been no sign of im- 
provement since this act was rcpealed- 
They have applied all Die remedies; but, 
one after another, they have failed. I 
am in favor of a gold standard if it is 
properly guarded, but today it is not. 
And it cannot be until the power of the 
moneyed interests is severed, and this 
can only ba done by driving them to 
tbe wall 


"I confess that I did not realize until 


three years ago, when we began to is- 
sne bonds, in what a partisan spirit I 
had looked at the silver question. I be- 
gan to study it and have changed my 
mind considerably, until I am now con- 
vinced that for every §1,000,000 dam- 
age done by the alleged evil of free 
coinage the people of the country would 
be robbed of $-5,000,000 by Hauna and 
his .trust if they get control of the coun- 
try. 


"The people of the west and south 


have been long and patient sufferers. 
Four years ngo they gave up their con- 
Tiotions for the north and the east un- 
der a promise that we vroald better 
them after c'ection. We haven't done 
it We haven't been honest-with them. 
Their conditions are worse today than 
ever. Money is dearer, and farm prod- 
ucts are cheaper."—Boston Herald.

Henry M. Teller has won for himself 


a place in history. In a great crisis he 
stood forth as a patriot. It is no easy 
matter to sever the political ties of a 
lifetime; it is no easy matter to stand 
before a hostile and angry crowd and 
preach a gospel which they reject, but 
Senator Teller had the courage to do it. 
Some shouted "renegade," some called 
him a "bolter," and hundreds hissed 
their venom at him, bat tbe voice of his 
conscience rose above the din of the 
multitude, drowning 
out all other 


sounds, and that, conscience called him 
"patriot. " He was present at the birth 
of tho Bo-publican party, he espoused the 
causo for which it stood and brought to 
its support all the energy of a strong 
and vigorous mind, ail tho zeal of a 
warm and generous heart. Years ago 
he noted with apprehension the grow- 
ing influence of the capitalistic classes 
in tho party's councils, bat his love for 
tho party was so deep that his hope over- 
came his fears. 
Bu* when the convec- 


tion at St. Louis bowed to tho will of 
Wall street and under the threat of a 
withdrawal of campaign contributions 
accepted a platform written by the 
money changers, he was left 110 choice, 
and abandonment of the party became a 
duty. 


Issues make parties. The money ques- 


tion is now the paramount issue, and 
voters must. make their party associa- 
tions fit tjioir convictions. Tho example 
of Senator Teller is taken for the sake 
of illustration. 
He is conspicuous be- 


cause of bis great ability and high offi- 
cial Trait-inn, nm] vet ..all who imitate 
him aro deserving of like praise. Bu- 
bois,. Camion, Haitman and all the oth- 
ers who followed Teller out of tho_con- 
vention have practiced ttio same virtues 
and given evidence of tho same moral 
courage. 


Congressman Towne, •who, though 


not a delegate, was present and partici- 
pated in all their plans, is worthy to 
stuud by the sidf of Toller. 
His state 


conventions, both Democratic and lle- 
publican, cLoolarod for gold, and yet his 
convictions are so deep that lie is will- 
ing to stand by them, even though it 
may mean political death to him.

Mrs. Cobb never saw her distinguished 
groat-grandson, her grandson Silas mov- 
ing from Kentucky to Illinois when he 
was but 5 years of age. Mrs. Cobb came 
to this place eight years ago from Ken- 
tucky. Mr. Cobb died a number of years 
ago, since which time the old lady has 
lived with her children in Kentucky 
and Indiana. 


She is remarkably active and well 


preserved for one of her years, and very 
bright and intelligent She persists in 
helping with the housework day by day. 
The news of her great-graudsou's success 
at Chicago found her at the washtub 
assisting her daughter. She was greatly 
surprised at the intelligence and dictated 
a telegram of congratulation to her rel- 
ative.

Acting under instruc- 
tions from tee department of the inte- 
rior, Major G«orge Steele, the Indian 
agent, has greatly increased his Indian 
police force and ia on the lookout for all 
trespassers upon the ceded pomon of the 
nservaaon, bavinjr givesa his police or- 
ders to arrest every man who is unable 
to give an account of himself. Arrests 
are being made ewily. The trespassers are 
roauded up, confined for a short time 
in the guardhouse and then escorted to 
tfee boundary of the reserve and warned 
not to return uader a penalty of $1,000, 
the fins implied by law. 


The reservation will not be opened 


for the posting of location notices until 
she boundary lines c€ the ceded portion 
hive nrst bera surveyed. l£ will require 
from 40 to 60 days to complete the sur- 
vey, as the jmnense quantities of snow- 
in that region and the swollen mountain 
streams will hinder the surveyors in

present writing the snow in the ravines 
and gulches is from 10 to 50 feet in 
depth, and esven on the southern slopes 
of the mountains w is from 3 to 6 feet 
jjpen and so soft as to render snowshoes 
a necessity.

The policy of the department of the 


interior regarding these lands is thst

Each de- 
tachment, numbering from 13 to lo 
men, has been put under command of 
an Indian who knows the ground thor- 
oughly, and each detachment is given a 
certain district to patrol day and night. 
A squad of police is also placed at every 
pass, so that any one who may escape 
the vigilance of the patrol will be 
catsght by the Indians in the mountain 
passes. Tins guard is to be maintained 
until the reservation is thrown open. 


Owing to the lateness of the season 


this year, which is nearly two months 
behind, it is doubtful whether any pros- 
pectors can get access to these lands m 
time to accomplish any great results. 
There will be a greai rush, however, 
when the ceded portion is finally thrown

An aero cf aoil, going dowu it foot 


deep, contains ap{iroiimat«ly3,700 tous 
in its 40.000 or more cubic feet, or 
abcus ii4 pounds to th« cubic foot. 
Chemical analysis demonstrates that 
this acanriry of surface earth, in an or- 
dinary average soil, contains about 
4,000 pounds of phosphoric acid, 8,000 
pounds of potash and 16,000 pounds of 
nitrogen. These ingredients, if pur- 
chased at nsaal market prices, might 
cost 4 oeats a pound for the potash, 7 
cents for the phosphoric acid, 16 waits 
for the nitrogen. At these rates, the 
aggregate value of these three substances 
in a thin surface acre, only a single foot 
in depth, would be $2,600. As the gold 
held in quartz was beyond the reach of 
the unskilled miner, the fabulous wealth 
of the soil is largely unavailable to the 
unskilled fanner. Bns the treasure is 
there, to be secured by the fanner of 
the future. The sum of f 260,000 wonld 
be thonght a pretty liberal valuation of 
an ordinary 100 acre farm. There are 
ssasy stsch farms in Connecticut cheaply 
valued by owners who little appreciate 
the wonderful capabilities of the soil 
they can exhausted. —Hartford Timei

Roger Bacon's gunpowder was made 


if saltpeter, sulphur aud charcoal Salt- 
icter is chemically culled niter and is a 
natural product found bedded ia the 
earth in different parts of the world, 
chiefly iu India and China. Sulphur, 
oo, is found in a natural state in many 
volcanic countries, like Sicily, while, 
as is well known, charcoal is made from 
wood or woody substances by heating 
hern almost to a burning heat in an 
airtight vessel, thus driving off every- 
iiing in them but carbon. 


Saltpeter, sulphur and charcoal are 


still the only ingredients of the gun- 
aowder in common use, although a new 
junpowder made of different materials 
is undergoing successful experiment. A 
mixture of saltpeter and charcoal alone 
would form an explosive, and sulphur 
is added chiefly to make it plastic or 
capable of being pressed into cakes and 
shapes. All three ingredients have to be 
purified by the most careful chemical 
skill before they are combined. Then 
au exact proportion of each has to be 
measured out according to tho kind of 
powder to bo made. 


For the gunpowder generally used you 


would find in every 100 pounds, if you 
could separate 
the ingredients, 75 


pounds of saltpeter, 15 pounds of char- 
coal and 10 pounds of sulphur, but it 
would be almost impossible to separate 
the ingredients, for they sire not merely 
mixed together as yon might mix pep- 
per and salt, but they are ground aad 
rolled and stirred and pressed together 
by special machines until they are al- 
most sufficiently united to form a sin- 
gle new substance. 


This mixing process is called tritn- 


ration, and the powder is thus made 
iuto the form of big flat cakes, called 
press cakes, and then broken up and 
screened into grains of special sizes, or 
jround to tho fine powder used for shot- 
;uii3 and revolvers. The large grained 
jowders are still further stirred together 
until the grains become highly glazed, 
and these are called cannon powders. A 
ighted match may bo held to n. grain (if 
cauuou powder and it "ill be found al- 
most impossible to set it on fin-, but 
ouce ignited it flushes off very suddenly 
and violently.—Lieuti-naut John M. 
Sllicott in St. Nicholas.

The fellow who, on June 13th, sold 


a bicycle to John O'Connel, of south 
Main street, for 815, and on the loth

day afternoon while McGrievy was 
coming down north Main street, he 
noticed a person whom he thought to 
be the ons much looked for. He 
sent word to Anders, who could not 
leave at the time. McG-rievy kept 
an eye on his man, James Harley 
came up street, and McGrievy told 
him the fellow ^as in Haejre's saloon, 
with two other strangers. Mr. Har- 
ley entered the saloon and placed the 
young fellow under arrest, and asked
